While common colds are often con­ 
sidered of minor importance, they are 1 
the cause of the greatest amount of 
absences from school and industrial 
occupations says Miss Mary E. Steb- 
bins of the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture. 
In addition 
they 
are 
the 
cause of the greatest amount of inef­ 
ficiency in the home, on the farm, in 
living 
habits or conditions not con- 
pletely incapacitating the individual. 
Many contagious diseases start with 
what seems to be a cold, the definite 
diagnostic symptoms not appearing 
a cold since its sequel often is of 
a 
until later. 
It is never safe to slight 
dangerous and serious 
nature, 
as 
pneumonia. 
Colds and other contagious diseases 
always increase in number of cases 
as the fall progresses into winter. It 
is known that the highest number of 
the year regularly occur in January, 
February and March, and are due to 
diseases of respiratory origin. 
This 
is a climax which has been led up to 
gradually during preceding months of 
living habits or conditinos not con­ 
ducive to physical health. 
Much can be done to prevent the de­ 
velopment of colds. 
These activities 
for prevention involve the continuous 
application of right living practices of 
the individual, and right conditions in 
the home as a whole. 
Personal hygiene practices are of 
primary importance and include 
the 
following preventive measures; 
use 
of individual toilet and eating uten­ 
sils; keeping fingers and pencils from 
nose and mouth; sleeping on own pil­ 
low; washing hands before preparing 
or eating food; use of clean handker­ 
chief; 
covering 
every 
cough and 
sneeze with 
handkerchief 
avoiding 
close face-to-face conversation; when 
sleeping two in a bed faces should be 
averted. 
Many 
colds 
may 
be avoided by 
building up body resistance through 
some of the following measures: ade­ 
quate and varied diet containing much 
fruit and vegetables other than pota­ 
toes and dried beans—oranges 
and 
tomatoes are especially desirable. The 
diet should include whole grain cer­ 
eals, milk, some meat and eggs, while 
an 
excess of cane 
sugar 
and fats 
6hould be avoided. Plenty of rest and 
protection against undue fatigue, with 
some outdoor life each day is desir­ 
able. 
Adequate elimination of body 
wastes is necessary. 
Much can be done to prevent colds 
^by watching home conditions. 
Con­ 
tinuous ventilation, which involves a 
constant supply of fresh, cool, slight­ 
ly moving and slightly moist air 
of 
the right temperature, 
is nececsary. 
Germs thrown into the air with saliva 
drops are not able to survive long in 
such air. Lack of ventilation permits 
them to survive much longer. 
Air 
that is to hot and dry is dangerous 
because the protective membranes of 
the nose and throat become dried out 
and less protective. 
A room thermo­ 
meter is desirable in order to maintain 
the right temperature. 
Other desir­ 
able home practices include adequate­ 
ly washed dishes using plenty of soap 
and hot water; beds equipped 
with 
sheets long enough to turn back over 
the blankets and quilts; and pillows 
aired daily before an open window. 


The Revolutionary War was not all

tory at the battle of the Cowpens, in

United States George Washington Bi­ 
centennial Commission. 
Regarded by military authorities as 
one of the most brilliant as well 
as 
critical battles in the war, 
Cowpens 
had also a humorous aspect 
which 
has been generally overlooked. 
Washington himself had long before 
lost confidence in the militia element 
as quite 
undependable 
when 
con­ 
fronted by British regulars. 
Morgan 
fully concurred in this opinion, but he 
got something out of his militia 
at 
Cowpens just the same. 
Attached to Greenes command 
in 
the South and assigned the task of the 
South and assigned the task of hang­ 
ing on the flanks of Cornwallis, Mor­ 
gan, at the head of his famous and 
efficient Rifle Corps, suddenly found 
himself pursued by the indefatiguable 
and severe Tarleton. 
The American 
retreated to the Cowpens, and chose 
his ground for the battle. 
It would seem that Morgan chose 
fatal ground for 
his 
battlefield 
in 
pausing with a river at his back, mak­ 
ing retreat impossible or inviting dis­ 
aster. 
But the canny warrior knew 
what he was about. 
He placed him­ 
self in front of a river to make it im­ 
possible for his unreliable militia to 
retreat! 
By 
deliberate 
choice 
he 
placed them in a position where they 
would be 
olbiged to fight 
for their 
lives. 
Morgan also knew that the British 
had but one fixed method of attack. 
An exceedingly poor marksman, the 
English soldier was a terror with the 
bayonet, and their almost invariable 
method was a frontal attaqk- 
Morgan placed his militia 
regi­ 
ments out in front, on the field 
the 
British would have to cross in 
their 
charge, and asked of them but one 
thing—that they would stick to their 
places long enough to fire tw;o shots 
per man at deadly range. After that 
they were privileged to flee, and 
he 
even explained to them the 
easiest 
route to the rear. It was safe enough 
for him to do this, for the river would 
prevent their entire disappearance. 
The battle came off 
as 
expected. 
The militia delivered their* two shots 
and fled. 
The seasoned troops, 
150 
yards in the rear, had been told 
of 
this and were prepared. 
The British, 
charging across the long open field, 
were perfect targets for the American 
riflemen, and were soon beaten. They 
threw away their arms and begged for 
mercy. Tarleton himself was lucky to 
get away with his life.

manded in the Republican platform. 
This of course will not be done. The 
Republicans who manage party af­ 
fairs are above everything else poli­ 
ticians of the practical order, 
and 
while they may not be for 
prohibi­ 
tion, they will take no chances with 
such a declaration as Dr. Butler sug­ 
gests. 
They are not going to alien­ 
ate 
knowingly,

the chief 
sources of their support, for 
it 
is 
very evident that the dry organiza­ 
tions of the country intend to throw 
their strength 
to 
Mr. Hoover, 
no 
matter whom the Democrats

nominate, and 
however 
widespread 
and notorious may be the failure of 
the prohibition laws under Mr. Hoo­ 
ver’s administration. 
Mr. Hoover himself and the Re­ 
publican party leaders may

This is sound Democratic doctrine, 
and being both sound and Democra­ 
tic there is no chance for its adop­ 
tion in the Republican platform. That 
party stands wedded to its idols and 
a high protective tariff is the 
chief 
object of its adoration. 
They bent the knee once too often 
however, when 
the 
Smoot-Hawley 
bill was enacted, and though the dis­ 
astrous results following that meas­ 
ure are known, the Republican party 
cannot escape, if it would, the part­ 
nership which it long ago entered in­ 
to with the 
privieged 
classes, 
by 
which the American people have been 
for years systematically plundered, 
while lulled into the belief that 
it 
was for their own good. 
The clear note that Dr. Butler has 
struck on the tariff will fall on deaf 
ears so far as Republican leaders are 
concerned and can only be important 
in affording one more of the many 
testimonials that are now being giv­ 
en of the evils of high protection, still 
persisted in under conditions which 
so loudy call for relief.
